Deatiin Prison.—We have now to chronicle the de. 
mise of the unfortunate Indian to whom we referred two 
weeks ago. He died on Saturday. night of consumption, 
greatly accelerated by ¢lose confinement in a dark cell. 
Had he been removed to a suitable place he.might have 
recovered, or at least bis life prolonged. Of course this 
case will excite little of no sympathy, as the victim was 
“only a Siwash.” But we will not be surprised if we 
have ere long to record the death of ‘a white man, not 
from consumption, but purely from confinement in a 
place unsuited for such cases. We-refer to the insane 
man, who is rapidly sinking, and whose crime is Lu- 
nacy. Let our Governor gee to it that.a suitable place 
is at once prepared for our sick and lunatic, otherwise 
the blood of bis victims will not always cry to heaven 
in Vain. 

Littoort.—A communication from our esteemed 
Lillooet correspondent came to-hand, but so long after 
date that we cannot ‘use it. The transit of our mail 
matter above this is certainly outrageously irregular 
and slow.
